Senator Cockrell Presents an

ASHINGTON. Auge. 16.—(By the 
Associated Press.) The flexible rules 
of the Senate are proving of great 
service just now by permitting every” 
member who has an inclination to give 
utterance to his financial views at apy 
time and to any extent that he may 
choose. While Senator Voorhees did 
not succeed in getting the upper chain- 
ber to enter today. as was hoped, upon 
active consideration of his bill swell- 
ing the volume of national bank cur- 
rency to the par value of their United\ 
States bonds on deposit. the greater 
vertion of the day was devoted to 
financial discussion on one or more of 
the various propositions or resolutions 
pending. 

No one expects decisive action by 
the Senate until most of the Senators 
have had an opportunity to express 
their views, and anything which offers 
an occasion for speech-making may be 
said to be a step toward final solution. 

The financial discussion in the House 
took on deeper interest today than on 
any occasion since the opening of the 
silver debate. William J. Bryan, the 
eloauent voung Congressman from Ne- 
braska. added greater laurels to his 
reputation as an orator. and made a 
free-coinage speech which, in the opin- 
ion of many. surpassed the great tariff 
speech which Rave his name to fame 
vears ago. 

For nearly three hours. Bryan held 
the interested attention of the House 
and galleries, and every interruption 
to which he was subjected only gave 
opportunities for those brilliant bits 
of repartee for which he is so famous. 


FIFTY-THIRD CONGRESS. 
EXTRA SESSION. 


WASHINTON, Aug. 16.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) SENATE — Senator 
Manderson introduced two bills today 
which, he said, had been prepared and 
sent to him by a gentleman of financial 
ability, and which were read by their 
titles and referred to the Finance Com- 
mittee. One directs the purchase of 
silver bullion and the issuance of treas- 
ury notes therefor, and for the appoint- 
ment of a mint commission; the other 
provides for the issue of treasury notes, 


their redemption and for other pur-. 


poses. 

Senator Voorhees, chairman of the 
Finance Committee, said he had been 
appealed to by several Senators not to 
call up today, as he intended, the bill 
to enable national banks to increase 
their circulation to the amount of par 
value of the bonds deposited by them; 
but he gave notice that he would do so 
tomorrow. 

Senator Cockrell offered an amend- 
ment directing the Secretary of the 
Treasury to pay to the holders of the 2 
per cent. bonds, who may present them 
for redemption, their face value with 
accrued interest, in Unite States legal 
tender notes. vo 

Senator Sherman stated the objec- 
tions which occurred to his mind 
against the amendment. The President 
of the United States had called atten- 
tion, in clear and forcible language, to 
the fact that treasury notes, issued 
under the act of 1890, were presented 
for redemption in gold, and that caused 
the first falling off in the $100,000,0u0 
gold reserve. The proposed amendment 
he regarded as a most dangerous finan- 
cial proposition. 

Senator Cockrell -ridiculed the ob- 
jiections made by Senator Sherman, 
whom he spoke of as a great friend 
and patron of the national banks, and 
as a great gold monometallist. Many 
questions were asked by Senators 
Mitchell. McPherson, Peffer, Aldrich 
and Grav. They were all replied to 
bv Senator Cockrell, who expressed his 
amazement and mortification at the 
obiections made to his proposition by 
the friends of national banks. 

Finally the bill and amendment went 
over until tomorrow. and Senator 
Berrv addressed the Senate in favor 
of a double standard of gold and sii- 
ver. The repeal of the Sherman act 
withéut other legislation would, in his 
opinion. place the country upon a gold 
basis: it would prevent the future coin- 
age of any silver, and forever practic- 
ally destroy silver as money: He 
(Berry) believed in a double standard, 
and was not willing to cast his vote 
for gold standard money. 

He believed President Cleveland to 
be a’man of the highest and most 
patriotic purposes, .a man of great 
abilitv. thoroughly honest and abso- 
lutely fearless in the expression of his 
opinions. Cleveland had often. de- 
clared in favor of bimetallism, and he 
(Berry) was confident, notwithstanding 
the President's failure to discuss bi- 
metallism in his message. that he 
would approve any bill that repealed 
the Sherman law and provided for the 
circulation of both gold and silver on 
such terms as would give them equal 
value. 

Senator Allen gave notice of an 
amendment to the National. Bank Cir- 
culation Bill, to the effect that interest 
shall cease on bonds on which addi- 
tional circulation may be based. 

The Lodge resolution was taken up

with te Gallinger amendment to it (to 
the effect that it Would be unwise and 


inexpedient to make any racical change

In ovening his argument against un- 
conditional repea|, hepresentative 
Brvan said that upon the action of 
this Congress migh! depend not only 
the welfare of the South and West, 
not onlv the welfare of the United 
States. but the welfare of humanily 
itself for ages to come. 


Some outside of this hall had as- 
sumed that the recommendation of the 
President imposed some obligations 


upon the Democratic members to do 
as he desired, and some even had been 
hardy enough to suggest that failure 
to fall in with the recommendations 
there made would subiect the dissenter 
to administrative displeasure. But 
these persons did the President great 
iniustice. The President would not 
for a moment foreet the independence 
of the two branches of Congress. Let 
the Presifient’s own language rebuke 
those who would. from false fealiy, 
change their convictions upon the sub- 
ject in order to conform to his sugges- 
tions. 

The effects of this country’s action 


may be far-reaching. If the United 
States, the greatest§ silver-producing 
nation, abandons silver it will, in all 


probability, lead to the annihilation of 
silver as a standard of money through- 
out the world. The only law making” 
any provision for the increased use 
of silver money is the Sherman law. 
The President recommended its un- 
conditional repeal. The Democratic 
members were un’ no obligation to 
adopt his recom:..cniation, since they 


are responsilb'> ‘ncir constituents 
only, and are in duty bound to pro- 
tect the latter’s rights and regard 


their interests. 

The people are being dragged toward 
a universal gold standard; to a realm 
over whose dovor is written “Abandon 
hope, all ye who enter here.’’ There 
is no such thing as an honest dollar 
because an honest dollar would always 
have the same purchasing power, and 
the government has never attempted 
to secure absolute stability in the dol- 
lar. The most dishonest dollar ever 
produced is that child of avarice and 
ignorance called the gold dollar, for 
it would constantly rise in value and 
cheat the debtor. 

When we cannot secure an absolutely 
honest dollar we should approach it as 
nearly as possible, and the bimetallic 
Standard ought to be adopted, because 
with bimetallism, the money unit fluc- 
tuates less than under a single stan- 
dard. International bimetallism is de- 
Sirable, but not .necessary and not 
probable. The other European nations 
wait upon England. England's inter- 
ests lie in the direction of a gold stan- 
dard. To make our action dependent 
upon hers allows her to legislate for 
our people and is an abdication of the 
right of self-government. 

The restoration of the right of free 
coinage, as it existed prior to _ 1s73, 
would raise the price of silver bullion 
to 129 cents per ounce throughout the 
world, and remder unnecessary any 
change in the present ratio. The Sher- 
man law is not the cause of our finan- 
cial stringency. The moneyed men of 
the East, without intention, of course, 
started a panic by exaggerating the 
dangers of gvii exportation, When a 
panic came, they were injured as much 
as anybody else. The trouble now is 
that depositors have withdrawn their 
money for fear of the banks, and the 
repeal of the Sherman law will not in- 
crease the solvency of the banks. 

Representative Bryan then spoke in 
favor of the retention of the ratio 
of 16 to 1, arguing that an increase 
of that rati: would be detrimental 
to an international agreement as to 
the coinage «! the two metals. The 
President had been deceived. He 
had said in his message that the 
people the* repeal of the 
Sherman act. He had heard from 
boards of trade and chambers of com- 


merce, but he had not heard from 
the farmers cr the men. in the work- 
shops, and he could no more judge 


of the opinion «f the people than he 
could measure the ocean’s depth by 
the foam on the ocean’s wave. 


The President was elected upon a 
platform thric« pledged to the gold 
and silver coinage of the Constitu- 
tion. Nine-tenths of the people of 
the United Sti s stood ready to sus- 
tain him the fight: In 
the face an enemy bold 
and insolent he . ordered a_eére- 
treat. Let him not be dismayed. 
There is time yet to win the battle, 
if he will but order a charge. Will 
the party stand by the principles of 
Jefferson and Jackson, or will it 
abandon its rizht to its name? Will 
it choose life or death? Which? 

Tremendous applause followed the 
conclusion of the speech, and there 
was loud crics of “vote The 
Nebraska orator Was ,surrounded by 
his colleagues. congratulating him 
upon his great effort. tepresenta- 


tive Hendersin of lowa said that the

WASHINTON,. Aug. 16.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) Secretarv Gresham is 
said to be dissatisfied with the findings 
of the Bering Sea tribunal in regard 
to the regulations established, and it is 
understood that his views are shared 
by other Cabinet officers. The regula- 
tions are interpreted to mean that the 
United States will have entailed on 
them the cost and worry of patrolling 
Bering Sea without benefit to its seal- 
ers. while Russia, Japan, and perhaps 
other nations reap the harvest. 

The regulations being binding only 
on Great Britain and this country, it 
is not tlikely.that any definite policy 
respecting the guardianship of the sea 
will be outlined until the opening of 
the first season next vear. because the 
weather will put an end to the opera- 
tions of sealers in about two weeks. 

The restrictions placed on the seal- 
ers with reference to firearms, nets, 
explosives and steam vessels will have 
the effect. it is believed. of causing 
Canadian sealers to resort to desperate 
methods to secure good catches, and 
much poaching is feared. In the clos 
season. during the months of May, 
June and July. both Great Britain and 
the United States will be obliged to 
maintain a fleet of naval vessels to 
keep poachers from the sealing waters, 
and it is believed at the Navy Depart- 
ment that this will result in the estab- 
lishment of a permanent Bering Sea 
sauadron for duty during the three 
months named.

“The origin of the rumor was the ac- 
tion of the Indian council in selling 
drafts at ls. 344d. From the begin- 
ning it was doubtful whether the coun- 
cil would be able to force the market 
to buy on their own terms. The fact 
that Indian exports would be imme- 
diately contracted and Indian imports 
expanded, thus simultaneously'reducing 
the demand for and increasing the sup- 
ply of remittances to the East, had, we 
must assume, been overlooked, or not 
sufficiently allowed for. 

‘Moreover, no account could have 
been taken of the other means for re- 
mittances, which, ata pinch, couid be 
and actually were made use of, such as 
rupee paper, andeven silver. On the 
other hand, we fear the majority of the 
council overestimated the rapidity with 
which the cessation of coining would 
begin to give the rupee a monopoly of 
value. This will be a matter on 
which it would be _ foolish for 
any outsider to offer an opinion, 
but, arguing on purely a prior 
grounds, one should certainly have 
thought it rash that the cessation of 
coinage of less than two months could 
possibly affect the value of an article of 
which so large an amount was known 
to be in existence. Perhaps the stop- 
page of mintage for a year may pro- 
duce some effect, but even that is in no 
way certain.” 

The Standard regards the Indian 
council's actionas a complete confes- 
sion of failure, unparalleled in the action 
of governments. 

The Financial News says: ‘‘What 
further results will flow from the In- 
dian council's action, it is impossible to 
foretell. It virtually nullified the step 
taken on June 26, and _ logically 
must sooner or later lead to the ques- 
tion whether, after all, it. is not better 
for the Indian government to admit its 
blunder and reopen the mints.”’

FERNS AND MOSSES. 


Many Interesting Botanical Forms in the 
Mountains. 

Many of the botanical forms on the 
line of the Mt. Lowe Railway are very 
interesting. Prof. A. J. McClatchie, of 
the Throop Polytechnic Institute, and 
his wife, have been engaged in studying 
these forms during the past few weeks, 
and have noticed some interesting fea- 
tures connected with the mosses. 

Among them is the species catalozued 
as fissidens grandifrons, which grows on 
the face of sloping or perpendicular 
recks under running water, which flows 
with such force as to actually wear a 
channel in the surface of the rock. 

One would suppose a priori, that the 
force of the swift current as it glides 
fiercely down the sides of the steep, 
rocky cliff, would tear everything from 
its path, and make for itself a smooth 
and clear channel, but, directly contrary 
to that reasonable assumption, the swift 
current seems to be the natural habitat 
of this species of moss. 

Of an entirely opposite nature is the 
hedwigia cillata, a gray moss_ which 
grows only on dry rocks, and on the oth- 


erwise barren ridges, where apparently 
a moisture contributes to its growt 
an 


sustenance during the long, rainless 
summers. This is found in all altitudes 
from the victnity of Rubio Canyon to 
pointe lo) feet higher than Echo Moun- 
tain. 


An interesting moss of an intermediate 

character is the gellaginella rupestris, a 
club moss which is of a steel-blue color 
when dry, but turns a vivid green when 
wet. 
By | great variety of ferns ts found in Ru- 
bio and-other deep canyons. They range 
all the way from the small and delicate 
polypodium, which grows in the crevices 
and along the nearly perpendicular face 
of the rocks, to the giant woodwardia 
radicans, a chain fern which grows 
higher than a man’s head.

DES MOINES, Aug. 16.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) The Republican State 
Convention assembled this morning at 
11 o'clock. After temporary organiza- 
tion was perfected the convention was 
addressed by ex-Senator Harlon, who 
regarded the present financial situation 
as favorable to the recovery of the con- 
trol of the government by the Repub- 
licans. He urged upon the convention 
the necessity for harmony on the pro- 


hibition question. 


The convention was largely attended 
and enthusiastic. The liberal Repub- 
licans seemed to have wrested the con- 
trol of the convention from the Prohi- 
bitionists, and the contest \narrowed 
down to Jackson and Young for Gov- 
ernor. In event of a third man being 
chosen Gen. Drake was most frequently 
spoken of. Ex-Senator Harlon was also 
mentioned for the nomination. 

The report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials was adopted. The Committee 
on Permanent Organization reported for 
chairman J. C. Lawrence of Sioux City. 
For other offices temporary officers were 
made permanent. Lawrence was intro- 
duced, and, amid much applause, com- 
menced the delivery of his address. 
ness and a long wait on the Committee 
on Resolutions, I. D. Jackson of Des 
Moines was nominated for Governor. 

The vwlatform, adopted after three 
hours’ debate, declared that not an al- 
lezation made by the Democratic party 
as to the McKinley law or reciprocity, 
not a claim of the vaunted good re- 
sults of Democratic success had come 
true. but that the financial distress is 
the fulfillment of the known capacity 
of the Democratic partv to distress 
and affect the American people.

In doing this Congress should pro- 
vide that everv dollar..whether goid, 
silver or paper, shall be kept on an 
eaual value. Opposition to State bank 
monev is expressed, also to any re- 
establishment of that local shinplaster 
and wildcat currency which proved so 
disastrous in the past. Cheap and de- 
preciated money of low purchasing 
power was denounced as an especial 
hardship upon the poor, and all who 
receive wares. 

The successful administration of 
Beniamin Harrison was approved, and 
the belief expressed that the assaults 
made upon the system of pensions by 
this administration. because in a few 
cases pensions were alleged to be 
fraudulently obtained. is a pretext to 
attack and destrov the whole system, 
and is a menace to the honor of our 
brave and deserving nation-defenders. 

The platform declares that prohibi- 
tion is no test of Republicanism. The 
General Assembly has given to the 
State a prohibitory law as strong as 
any that has ever been enacted by 
any country. Like any other criminal 
statute, its retention, modification or 
repeal must be made by the General 
Assembly elected by and in sympathy 
with the people, and to them is rele- 
gated the subject to take such action 
as they may deem just and best in 
the matter of maintaining the present 
law in those portions of the State 
where it is now or can be made effici- 
ent, and to give to localities such 
methods of controlling and regulating 
the liquor traffic as will best serve the 
cause of temperance and morality.

EAGLE PASS (Tex.,) Aug. 16.—(By 
the Associated Press.) . This morning 
100 armed men made their appearance 
above Piedras Negras and 325 men, un- 
der command of Col. Trevino were seen 
in the valley below town. 

Maj. Alvarez, in command of the fed- 
eral troops, wired President Diaz that a 
large body of armed men were about to 
make an attack upon the town. The 
President wired to resist the attack. 
Upon this Alvarez, with about fifty sol- 
diers and sixty citizens, went -out to 
meet Trevino and held a conference 
with him, and showed him his authority 
from the City of Mexico. 

Trevino replied that they had come to 
take charge of the town. and put in 
new officers: that it was the intention 
of the people to have a fair election, 
and it was impossible to effect this 
under present arrangements. He also 
demanded that the political prisoners 
now being held in Piedras Negras be 
released. Alvarez again replied that 
he would forcibly resist the capture of 
the town. 

Trevino finally ordered his men to 
retire to Little River. But for the 
firm stand taken by Mai. Alvarez, 
Piedras Negras would now be in the 
hands of the Cardenos faction. 


INTO THE CREEK. 


Passenger Cars Break Through 
° a Trestle. 


Seven Passengers are Killed Outright—A 
Number of Others Injured—The Coaches 
Shivered to Splinters— The 
Trestle Undermined.

DANVILLE (Va...) 16.—(By tue 
Associated Press.) An accident oc 
curred at the county line trestle, just 
east of Milton, early this morning, by 
which two passenger coaches and 
a sleeper were precipitated into the 
creek below. a distance of sixty feet, 
killing seven persons outright and 
wounding a number of others. 

The train. bound for Portsmouth, left 
here at 11:35 this mornine. After pass- 
ing through Milton and going over the 
trestle. Engineer Tunstal. who says 
he was running at the rate of ten miles 
an hour. felt the bridge ziving way. 
He threw open the throttle, and the 
engine, tender and a box car got safely 
over. but a passenger car was too late, 
and a span went down under its 
weight. 

A second passenger car and a sleep- 
ing car followed. The cars were 
shivered into kindling wood, and the 
escape of any of the pas gers was 
a miracle. The water in the brook 
has risen to a depth of about twelve 
feet, and it is the general belief that 
the rise undermined the foundation, 
causing the trestle to settle. 

On the train at the time were about 
sixteen persons, including the _ train 
hands, but only one of the latter, Con- 
ductor H. Morris of Portsmouth, was 
killed. Nine others received serious 
injuries.

Of course 
it cannot be expected that the journal- 
ists of Fleet street should thoroughly 
comprehend the significance of a

they know little or nothing. Perhaps 
they will change their tone in a few 
days when they hear from Canada, 
wherd the truth appears to be real- 
ized that the United States has gained 
an advantage. 

It is true that this country will have 
to share the burden of patrolling the 
sealing waters during a portion of the 
‘year, but in view of the importance 
‘and value of the industry we may well 
be satistied to undertake this task. 
‘Some of our smaller war vessels might 
‘just as well be cruising around in 
Alaskan waters as elsewhere during 
the summer months. 

The United States has gained the 
material points of the controversy, 
and has a right to be satisfied with 
the result. The regulations, in brief, 
provide fora zone of sixty miles around 
the Pribyloff Islands, within which 
seal-hunting is. forbidden; a close sea- 
son dfring May, June and July; the 
restriction of fur sealing to sailing 
vessels during the open season, such 
vessels to have a special license, keep 
a logbook, and be manned by skilled 
men and abstention from the use of 
nets, frearms and explosives. 

The most important of these regu- 
lations are those which provide for a 
sixty-mile zone, a close season and for- 
bid the use of firearms. The fur seals, 
which are most intelligent and inter- 
esting ainmals, make their way each 
year in vast herds with unerring in- 
stinct to the rookeries on the Priby- 
loff Islands. If they are protected 
from ruthless and indiscriminate de- 
struction during those months the sup- 
ply will, within a few years, reach 
its former limits. 

These regulations will, in all prob- 
ability, render pelagic seafing unprofit- 
able. The Canadians should know that 
a continuance of the present system— 
or rather lack of system—would 
evitably result in the annihilation of 
the seals within a few years. Sealers 
may, perhaps, find new fields in the 
Antarctic, where the seals appear to 
have increased remarkably of late 
according to the report of a whaling 
expedition which recently returned 
from that region to Glasgow. . 

Apart from the benefits conferred 
upon the legitimate sealing industry, 
all true friends of humanity will re- 
joice at the friendly settlement of 
this vexed question. For the second 
time the two great English-speaking 
countries have shown the world that 
there is a better way to settle dis- 
putes between nations than by force 
of arms. May we not hope that, 
within a comparatively short time, it 
will be considered as disgraceful for 
nations to come to blows as for gen- 
‘tlemen to settle a dispute by black- 
ening each others’ eyes? The general 
substitution of arbitration for war

would, indeed, be a fitting crown to

GORDON’S STATEMENT. 


He Denies that He Acted in a Dishonorablie 
Manner. 

S. B. Gordon, the attorney, against 
whom a complaint is pending, citing 
bim to show cause why he should not be 
disbarred for betraying the trust ré- 
posed in him by John C. Kofoed, by per- 
mission of his attorneys, John D. Pope 
and Chapman & Hendricks, makes the 
following statement of his side of the 
case: 

“From about November 1, 1891, to 
July 2, 1892, I wasin the employ of 
John C. Kofoed, under the usual implied 
agreement that I was to receive reason- 
able compensation as his attorney, pre- 
venting, so far as I could, suits against 
him bv his creditors, defending suits 
actually brought, and endeavoring to 
save his property, valued by him at over 
150,000, from being wholly sacrificed 
to pay his debts of about 350,000. To 
this work I gave nearly or quite half 
of mv time foreight months, and ad- 


pose. Finding it impossible to borrow 
on Kofoed's property the money 
absolutely necessary to pay his debts, I 
left hisemplov on July 2, 1892, and 
have never been employed by him since. 
l was never in the employ of Mrs. Ko- 
foed. On October 25, 1892, nearly 
four months after all connection with 
Kofoed had been terminated, Laccepted 
employment from James. F. Cosby as 
his attorney to collecta judgment which 
he bad recovered against Kofoed on 
June 50, 1891. Ihad never been Ko- 
foed’s attorney to make a defense tothe 
action of Cosby against Kofoed. HadlI 
aright to accept this employment of 
Costy against my formerclient, Kofoed’? 
There is no question of bad faith, of de- 
ception or of betraval of confidence. 
My employment by Kofoed as his attor- 
ney having ended it did not once occur 
to me that there 


of the Cosby judgment before I became 
acquainted with Kofoed, and the prop- 
erty which I levied on when I under- 
took to collect that judgment was 
- known to everybody who saw fit to con- 
sult the books in the Recorder's office. 
More than that, Kofoed had parted 
with all interest in the property before 
I took the Cosby judgment for collec- 
tion. Since the propriety of my con- 
duct has been called in question by peo- 
ple who had reasons of a pecuniary 
nature for doing so, I have laid all the 
facts of the case before my attorneys 
and before other members of the bar of 
the highest character, and they all 
assure me that I have acted strictly 
within the lines of professional honor. 
I am both ready and willing for the full- 
est investigation before anv competent 
tribunal. 

This statement is made because of 
numerous articles calculated to do me 
injustice, which have appeared in the 
papers.

STRANGLED. 


League Baseball Killed in 
California. 


The Situation Shows No Sign 
of Improvement. 


The Local Team Unable to Near from 
the North. ; 


Manager Harris Severely -‘Roasted’’ by the 
Other Magnates—-His Recent Ac- 
tion Was Wholly Un- 
authorized. 


Professional baseball in California 
seems to be beyond the power of re- 
suscitation during the balance of this 
season, at least. The Los Angeles team 
has not yet disbanded, although at 
present without league management, 
but will be compefied to do so within 
the next few days unless something is 
heard from the remaining clubs in the 
league. The boys have been willing 
and ready to play in the Northern 
scheduled games, and have only been 
awaiting the word to start. Telegram 
alter telegram hag ‘been sent north, but 
not a single reply has been received. 
The natural presumption is that either 
the most strenuous efforts are being 
made to hold thiJeague together or the 
other extreme Has been reached. It is 
Supposed that #£ the former is the case 
no conclusion Ras been arrived at yet, 
therefore no défigite’ answer .could be 
sent to the matty urgent messages from 
this city. But it is more than likely 
that the latter is the true state of af- 
fairs, as the following strong article 
from Tuesday's Chronicle would. seem 
to indicate:

RITUALISM. 


A Sermon Delivered by Arch- 
deacon Farrar. 


The Inroads of ‘“‘Romeward Developement”’ 
Invéighed Against by This Eminent 
Authority of the Reformed 
Church of England. 


In a sermon delivered before the 
National Protestant Church Union, in 
London recently, Atchdeacon Farrar 
used very strong language against the 
increasing inroads of ritualism on the 
recognized Church of England. He 
claimed that in spite of the prayer 
book, the rubrics, the homilies and 
the utterances of the greatest divines 
for centuries, the extreme ritualistic 
party has been doing its best forthe 
last twenty years to Romanize the 
English doctrine, the clergy and the 
entire, institution. After speaking in 
somewhat favorable terms of the real 
Romanist, the archdeacon in most vig- 
orous language condemns the practices 
of those ministers of the Keformed 
Church who, inthe pay of that church, 
are yet to all intents and purposes 
themselves Romanists. 

In speaking of this ‘‘Romeward devel- 
opment,’’ as the archdeacon denomi- 
nates it, statistics are used to show the 
extraordinary advance of the move- 
ment. No less than 7000 of the 
English clergy are at present avowed 
supporters of ritualism, and 4000 of 
these, while members of the Church 
Union, are pledged to support vest- 
ments, lights, wafer bread, the east- 
ward position and the mixed chalice. 
In the last ten years the ritualistic 
churches have doubdled. Churches in 
which eucharistic vestments are used 
have tripled in the last decade, and 
those in which incense was an 
illegal feature have, during the 
same period, increased frgm_ nine 
to 177. Altar lights w used 
to the extent of 581 in 1882, while in 
1892 the number of churches having 
adopted these symbols had increased to 
to the strprising total of 2048. All 
this tended to show that the crisis 
which had been overhanging for years 
has at last arrived. The archdeacon 


Says: 


“We are in the very midst of the 
crisis now, and when you consider the 
very extraordinary rapid development 
of what we know as ritualism; I say 
when we consider what has taken place 
ope past ten years; if the evangeli- 

l party istimid, if they are supine 
and spiritless, if they are afraid either 
of loss of popularity or from love of 
peace, or of loss of promotion or prefer- 
ment, to take their part openly or 
strongly in this struggle, they will have 
none but themsclves to thank if teu 
years hence they find themselves mem- 
bers of a church which has largely 
alienated the great heart of the En- 
glish, people, and which is to all inrents 
and purposes Romanist.’’ 

After demonstrating that this latter- 
day movement has not only left the old 
leaders far behind, but has also departed 
from the leaders of yesterday, the 
archdeacon uses this bold language: 

“There are some things in the ritual- 
istic movement which we heartily dis- 
like, and some, perhaps, I may venture 
good-humoredly to say, we despise; but 
there are some things which by the very 
principles of truth and by what we be- 
lieve to be our allegiance tothe teach- 
ings of Christianity, to be the herald of 
religious materialism and superstition, 
and in regard to which itis our bounden 
dutv. astrue and faithful members of 
the Church of England, to repudiate 
with every nerve and fiber of our re- 
ligious conviction. Convocation is 
usually regarded as a high-church body, 


certainly some of the bodies of con-. 


vocation are, at all events, high- 
churchmen, but the prayer used in con- 
vocation is that we may earnestly re- 
pudiate the errors, corruptions, and su- 
perstitions of the Church of Rome. 
We now see how there have entered 
into the very heart of the Church of 


England some of the things that we, at 
any rate, regard as the most serious of } 


these errors, corruptions, and supersti- 
tions. One of those principles which 
we repudiate is sacerdotalism. By sac- 
erdotalism we mean the changing of 
the English presbytery intoa sacrificial 
priesthood, which means the interposi- 
tion of a class and caste of men between 
the soul and the most precious and in- 
definable privilege purchased for us by 
the blood of Christ whichis free, imme- 
diate, and unimpéded access straight to 
the footstool of our God! We mean by 
sacerdotalism the putting forward of a 
set of men as vicarious and not repre- 
sentative ministers, and as men who are 
supposed to offer on our-behalf a sacri- 
fice such as we declare they have no 
power to offer. 

‘I will only touch on the second doc- 
trine, and that is the doctrine of tran- 
substantiation. Thedoctrine of tran- 
substantiation was not evén accepted 
by one act of even the Romish Church 
until the Lateran council of the thir- 
teenthcentury. The doctrine of tran- 
substantiation appears to us to bea 
very terrible 

RETROGRESSION INTO MATERIALISM. 

It seems to us to be a local material- 
izing of the presence of God, which is 
alien tothe entire spirit of the New 
Testament; and, when I! hear of a dis- 
tinguished canon of the Church of En- 
gland getting up in a great English ca- 
thedral and saying (if my informant be 
correct) that he is confident that his 
God ‘lies on yonder altar,’ I only say he 
is using there an expression and a mis- 
interpreted metaphor which we should 
repudiate with all our energy. 

“I will only touch on one other doc- 
trine. We may repudiate the other 
two, we may heartily dislike them, but 
this is one which I think we ought to 
more than dislike, and whicf we ought 
most energetically to‘condemn, and that 
is the doctrine and practice of auricu- 
lar confession. Auricular confession is 
a late innovation, which was unknown 
to primitive antiquity. It was un- 
known, I need not say, tothe New Tes- 
tament. and was unknown to the fath- 
ers. <Auricular confession in every 
country and every age in which it has 
existed has brought forth the most bit- 
ter and deplorable fruits. Auricular 
confession is now avowed and openly 
practised in a _ large mumber of 
parishes in the Church of England, 
although auricular confession has 
been branded age after age in 
history and on the highest testimony 
with the stigma of intolerable horrors. 
I have no hesitation in saying that 
auricular confession as now introduced 
into the Church of England seems to me 
to be much more dangerous even than 
it is in the Church of Rome. In the 
Church of Rome the abuses of the con- 
fessional have been condemned by coun- 
cil after council, by bull after bull, by 
pope after pope, by writer after writer, 
in generation after generation, and in 
country after cougtry. The abuses of 
the confessional have been condemned 
by a list of popes—by Alexander IV. 
by Gregory XV. and others, and by 
various writers. Even at thecouncil of 
Trent a Roman archbishop laid before 
that council a letter on the abuses of 
the confessfonal, which contains as 
damaging an indictment against it as 


| any Protestant could have written. In 


the Church of Rome I believe a man 
cannot take the position of confessor 
unless he has a license to do so, but 
here in the Church of England any lit- 
tle priestling—for when he is a priest 
he is just as much a priest in one sense 
as another; he may be a mere boy in 
age; he may be portentious in ignor- 
ance; he may be remarkable for his 
stupidity; he may scarcely have been” 
able to getfmerely a minor degree with- 
out being twoor three times plucked: 
hie may have found it almost impossible 
to pass the ordeal of the bishop’s exam- 
ination; and yet, in spite of all this, he 
may gointoa parish, and in the first 
month of his residence he may put in 
the parish magazine that anybodysmay 
come to mass, that they are none 6f his 
parishioners unless they confess to him, 
and that, to quote an expression from 
a ritualistic inanual, they are to kneel 
before their confessor as a culprit be- 
fore his judge.’’ : 
In concluding this remarkable ser- 
mon Archdeacon Farrar admonishes his 
auditors in burning words that seem al- 
most to possess the power of invective: 
“It has been said that this work 
rests in the hands of the laity of the 
Church of England—this work of up- 
holding what our fathers died for in 
battle and at the stake. AllI can say 
to you English members of the laity is 
this: That if you allow the system of 
the confessional tu be brought back, as 
it is being brought back into the midst 
of 


you—if you are content’ to 
see men trumpeted as saints, and 
in all probability elevated to 


bishoprics in proportion to the eager- 
ness with which thev proclaim these 
views—it will be absolutely and entirely 
yout own fault, and you will have spoilt 
the heritage of truth and liberty which 
was won for you atthe reformation. I 
will ask you and I will ask the whole 
ritualistic party of the Church of En- 
gland, what they think they would 
achieve if they carry out this innovation 
to the bitter and ruinous end? 

“It is not as if we had no object les- 
sons all around us where the system is 
carried on in different European coun- 
tries. Look at Spain. Only ge | 
I came across a passage from an emi- 
nent writer, who said that in propor- 
tion as the Church ‘of, Rome reached its 
highest power, in that very proportion 
did it sink lowest In scientific inquiry 
and every moral attribute. Will you 
compare Roman Catholic Ireland with 
a Protestant country or Presbyterian 
Scotland? What do you say to France? 
A great divine there taught that unless 
the laity went to mass on Sunday, and 
confessed and communicated at Easter, 
they were guilty of mortal sin, which 
nothing could wipe out except the con- 
fessional. Do you wish to see England 
with a state of things such as you have 
in France, if ritualism prevails? I do 
not believe that ritualism will ever lead 
back the English nation to Romanism; 
it may drive a great part of the English 
nation into indifference, but I believe 
the English nation would rather reel 
back into barbarism and savagery than 
be led back into the intolerable tyranny 
of priesthood.”’ 


ADAPTED TO MAKING OVER. 


(From Our Regular New York Fashion 
Correspondent.) 

The material used in this model is 
silver-gray woolen suiting, trimmed 
with black ottoman silk. The bell 
skirt is garnished with five bias folds 
of silk each three-fourths of an inch 
wide, with half-inch spaces between. 
The lining of the round waist fastens 
in the center, but the wiast proper 
hooks at the side and shoulder.

There is one feature of thg fashion 
which trimseskirts with narr ruffles 
which is very satisfactory to the home 
dressmaker, who is much given to 
utilizing old materials. It is in the 
permission granted to have skirt and 
ruffies of different stuff. In furnishing 
up and making over a dress of a 
figured pattern, the new materiais 
for the ruffles can either match the 
groundwork of the old or ‘nay harmon- 
ize with the design upon it. In the 
case of plain fabrics the ruffles may be 
spotted, striped, checked or whatever 
else may be preferred. The bodice 
of the gowns should be trimmed either 
with revers or vest to match the 
skirt, and in order to render them 
fashionable the sleves must be full, 
but not at all high. These also should 
be of the added material. If enough 
of the original fabric remains, how- 
ever, to make them, collar and cuffs 
should carry out the trimming on the 
skirts.

GIVEN HIS FREEDOM, 


Ed Gibbs Released from 
Custody. 


The [lexican Aguilar Gets His 
Just Deserts. 


‘A Scathing Lecture Administered by 
the Court. 


Sam Hamilton Appears as Defendant in a 
Suit for Recovery—George Murray's 
Long Sentence—Court 
Notes. 


After nearly two years’ confinement 
in the County Jail. Ed A. Gibbs, ex- 
member of the City Council from the 
Second Ward. was vesterday released 
from custody and was allowed to go 
his way. once more a free man. Gibbs 
was convicted in December. 1891, for 
obtaining moncy and property under 
false pretenses, and the court was 
about to pronounce sentence when an 
appeal was taken. The evidence in the 
case was apparently conclusive, but 
particular points were developed tend- 
ing to show that Gibbs's intentions 
were not as criminal as they seemed. 

The matter of appeal has remained 
before the Supreme Court for many 
months. the decision being rendered 
about two weeks ago reversing the or- 
der of the Superior Court. and remand- 
ine the cause for a new trial. 

Yesterday afternoon as court was 
called to order in Department One, 
Deputy District Attorney Dupuy arose 
and addressed the court in the follow- 
ing rds: 

“Mav it please Your Honor, in the 
case of the People vs. Edward A. 
Gibbs. this matter coming up on a 
motion from the other side. I desire to 
sav that after consultation. knowing 
something about the cause. when the 
case came back reversed. I was asked 
bv the District Attorney to examine 
the Supreme Court opinion, and hav- 
ing done so, I am of the opinion that 
a conviction cannot again be secured. 
I therefore move that the case be dis- 
missed.’ 

“Let the order be so entered,’ in- 
—" Judge Smith, and Gibbs was 


. 

As before intimated. the case dates 
back for its origin to the year 1891, 
and it is considered that the defend- 
ant has been sufficiently punished for 
whatever lax methods he may have 
been guilty of practicing by the im- 

prisonment already endured. 
In the indictment returned by the 
grand jury at its September session, 
+591, Gibbs was accused of obtaining 
property and money under false pre- 
tenses. In the first charge it was al- 
leged that he falsely represented to 
J. H. Anderson that he was the owner 
. or holder of a certain promissory note 
for the sum of $1333.33, bearing inter- 
est at the rate of 8 per cent., purport- 
ing to have been executed by one 
Donald McKay, further representing 
that the note was secured by a cer- 
tain’ mortgage on a piece of valuable 
land. Fufther that he was acquainted 
h the said McKay, who then re- 
sided on the property mortgaged. On 
the strength of thesé representations 
Anderson delivered to Gibbs™in ex- 
change for the note $1350 in money, 
one surrey, several buggies, horses and 
other property. It was then learned 
that in truth no such person as Donald 
McKay existed, and that the alleged 
note and mortgage were wholly ficti- 
tious. In the same manner it was 
claimed that Gibbs had swindled one 
Herman Zuber, th¢ latter giving up 


| $1000 of his hard coin in exchange for 


the fraudulent note. 
GIVEN THE LIMIT. 

Antonio Aguilar will spend fourteen 
long years breaking rock at the Fol- 
s0m prison sin punishment for the 
crime of assayp!t with intent to mur- 
der committ on old man Richards. 
Such was the sentence of Judge Smith 
yesterday morning, delivered with a 
scathing rebuke; which the cringing 
prisoner at the bar listened to with 
anything but good grace. 

Speaking of the plea that Richards 
had made threats against the defend- 
ant’s life, the court took occasion to 
denominate testimony in support of 
that defense perjured and wholly, in 
his mind, untrue. The Mexican was 
not content with going on the stand 
himself and swearing to a deliberate 
lie, but he had also procured evidently 
the aid of his sister and others to the 
same effect, and whoever had planned 
the scheme was guilty of a greater 
offense than all the rest. 

The judgment was that the defend- 
ant be committed to Folsom prison 
for a period of fourteen years, that 
being the full limit allowed by the 
statute. 

THE HAMIYBTON CASE. 

Sam Hamilton, against whom a di- 
vorce suit, commenced by Mrs. Ade- 
laide Hamilton, is now pending, ap- 
peared as defendant in a second action 
brought by his wife yesterday in the 
Township Court to recover a certain 
piece of furniture, a sideboard, or the 
value thereof. Mrs. Hamilton claimed 
that her husband purchased with 
money she had entrusted to his care 
the sideboard and that he afterward 
sold the same without her knowledge 
or consent. It having lately come to 
her knowledge that he had disposed of 
the sideboard, she made complaint 
against him, asking to have the piece 
of furniture, or its value, returned to 
er. 


It was not denied by the defendant 
that he had used the money, and a con- 
siderable sum of it, given him by his 
wife, but the evidence was not such as 
to establish aceording to law the wife's 
right to recover, and judgment was 
therefore found for the defendant. 

A LONG TERM. 

On July 25 George Murray robbed J. 
A. Hicks of a number of silver coins 
amounting to the value of $7. It was 
an old trick with the fellow to live by 
stealing from others, and after he was 
arrested it was found that he had 
served time in the San Francisco and 
other prisons. He was brought up yes- 
terday in Department One to enter his 
plea, when he acknowledged his guilt 
and waived time for sentence. The 
court therefore adjudged him guilty as 
charged and sentenced him to ten years 
imprisonment at San Quentin. 

SHE SOLD LIQUOR, 

Celestine Sabrier, @ Frenchwoman 
who conducts a grocery store near 
Porterville, in Tulare county, was yes- 
terday examined before United States 
Commissioner Van Dyke on the charge 


of selling spirituous liquors to Indians. . 


She was held to answer in the sum of 

$500 before the federal grand jury. 
The evidence plainly showed that 

during a recent fandango on the Tule 


# River reservation the woman, under 


cover of darkness, loaded up a wagon 
with whisky, wine and other liquors 
and drove to the scene of the festiv- 
ities. After her arrival there she sold 
to everyone who wanted to buy, re- 
gardless of race, and returned to her 
home with the empty kegs and other 
receptacles before daylight next morn- 
ing. An information was accordingly 
filed against her.

THREE BLANK BOOKS. 


A Small Transaction but a 


Profitable One. 


What Three Books for the Street Superin- 
tendent's Office Cost and What Was 
Paid for Them—Quite a 
Difference. 


| For some weeks past there have 
been rumors about the City Mall of 
irregularities in the office of the 
Street - Superintendent. No 
charges were made of crookedness, 
but it was claimed that the affairs 
were not being conducted in a_ busi- 


ness way. Among other things, it 
was stated that a fee was collected 
of 50 cents each for certificates of 


street assessments, which. was not be- 
ing turned into the city treasury, and 
it has also been charged that inspec- 
tors On street work were required to 
pay @ commission to keep their 
places. Almost everyone appeared to 
have heard something of these re- 


ports, but no oné seemed. to have 
any positive knowledge on -the sub- 
ject, or, if they did, they would not 
give any information, for twhich rea- 


son no action was taken by the of- 


ficials whose duty it is to look into 
these matters. In the meantime, 
however, the tongues of the gossips 


continued to wag, 
of it.

it could be followed up and made the 
basis for an investigation, at least, 
which would either clear up and dis- 
prove the stories in circulation, or 
bring the abuses, if they really exist, 
to the surface, in order that they 
may be remedied. 

The transaction referred to is 
follows: Some time ago three requisi- 


tions were presented to the Council 
from the Street Superintendent's of- 
fice for three blank books, a cash 
book, estimated to cost about $20, a 


record of bonded sewers, estimated to 
cost about $22, and a ledger, estimated 
to cost about $30, all of which were 
duly allowed. All of the job print- 
ing, etc... of the Street Superinten- 
dent's office is given to L. R. Jones, 
the lessee of the Herald job printing 
establishment, Jones did not have 
the facilities for doing the work on 
the blank books, and he in turn took 
the job to Glass & Long. Glass & 
Long did the work and charged $56 
for the three books, $11 for the cash 
book, $17 for the sewer record, and 
$28 for the ledger, receiving 
amount, less 15 per cent commis- 
sion, which they paid Jones, « and 
Deputy Street Superintendent A. J. 
Stewart was told over the telephone 
what had been charged. Later Jones 
presented a demand for $70.50, as fol- 


lows: Cash book, $17: sewer record, 
$21: ledger. $32.50. This demand 
which it will be observed, just about 
balanced the estimated cost of the 
books, was duly approved by = the 
Street Superintendent's office, the in- 


dorsement being 
handwriting.

Watson's stamp: was passed by the 
Finance Committee, and, after being 
approved. by the Mayor in due form, 
went to the Auditor, was paid, and 
is now on file in his office.
